After another abandonment of 
Ine country's hospitals for one shift 
y^terday. ihe nurses found them¬ 
selves banging their heads against a 
wick wall, as the government and 
the Histadmt formed a solid front 
against their demands for a 32-hour 
week. 


The walkout, which began at 7 
a-in. and ended at 2.30 a.m., 
affected all departments except for 
dialysis and neonatal, and prema¬ 
ture babies. Except for religious 
nurses at Jerusalem's Shaare Zedek 
and Netanva's Laniado Hospital, 
where rabbinical decrees prohibited 
striking, the walkout was “com¬ 
plete.” su\ the nurses. 


deaths, say the health authorities. 
Many non-critical patients were sent 
home earlier this week, and no elec¬ 
tive surgery was performed for two 
days before the strike because nurses 
would not have been on hand to tend 
patients in recovery rooms and in¬ 
tensive care units. 

The walkout was not felt severely 
in most hospitals, as there had been a 
day's warning. Patients' relatives 
and hundreds of volunteers were on 
hand to help during the morning 
shift. 


The nurses, who sounded to some 
as if they were crying wolf, said last 
night that they will meet this morn¬ 
ing at 11 at Histadrut headquarters 
in Tel Aviv "to decide what course 
we shall take.” 



There were. no official contacts 
between the nurses and the go? 
meat negotiators yesterday. And the 
nurses “heard nothing” from then 1 
official advocate at the Histadrut, 
Trade Union chief Haim Haberfeui.

DAMASCUS (AFP). - There is no proof of Syrian involvement in the 
bombing attempt on an El Al plane at London's Heathrow Airport last 
April, for which a Jordanian is currently on trial in London. Radio 
Damascus announced yesterday. 

The prosecution in the trial of Nezar Hindawi. 35. accused of planting a 
bomb in his girlfriend's luggage, alleged on Monday that the Jordanian 
had been working with Syrian agents. 

"What is happening in the courts of London is a desperate attempt to 
implicate Syria in the discovery of a bomb intended for the Israeli plane,” 
Radio Damascus said in a first reaction to the allegations. 

"However perfect Israel intelligence services, and those of their 
American partners, are in the preparation and staging of terrorist acts, 
nobody can find a link between them and Syria,” the commentator added. 

Nobody would be able to "provide proof of direct or indirect 
involvement by Syria in terrorist acts.” he said, adding that Syria only 
supported such acts if they related to the national struggle against Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands.” 

In West Berlin. Hindawi's brother. Ahmed Nasi. 33, is also to stand 
trial next month on a charge of terrorism, the Justice Ministry announced 
here yesterday. 

The ministry’ said that Nasi would appear in court on November 17 with 
another Jordanian. Faruk Salameh. Both are accused of bombing the 
German-A rah Society last March 30. when nine people were injured. 

The statement said that both men had confessed, saying that they had 
obtained explosives from the Syrian embassy in East Berlin.

Dakar search 
reveals nothing

The search conducted by the U.S. 
Navy over the past month for the 
wreckage of the missing Dakar sub¬ 
marine had revealed nothing, an 
army spokesman said in Tel Aviv last 
night. 

The operation was carried out 
from September 4 until the beginning 
of this week. 

An agreement between the U.S. 
and Egypt allocated 70 days for the 
search but. an Israeli security official 
said last night. “It has taken‘less time 
than anticipated to cover the target 
area." 

The official declined to say 
whether the search would continue 
elsewhere. 

The Dakar, a refurbished British- 
made vessel, disappeared in January 
1968 on a maiden voyage from Eng¬ 
land to Israel, with all its 69 man 
crew. 


Egypt asks UN panel

Egypt has asked the UN Security 
Council to take steps to form a 
preparatory committee for an inter¬ 
national peace conference on the 
Middle East. Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Esmat Abdel Meguid said 
yesterday on Radio Monte Carlo. 


Meguid said that he had held dis¬ 
cussions on the preparatory commit¬ 
tee with a number of foreign minis¬ 
ters. He added that Egypt had e\- 
plained to the U.S. and Israel that 
meetings of the proposed committee 
would not affect the holding of direct 
negotiations between Israel and con¬ 
cerned Middle East panics.

Her¬ 
mannsson said. "We have always 
believed that people should be free 
to travel.. .and to emigrate whenever 
they wish." 

But. Hermannsson said, he would 
make no mention of human rights or 
of Soviet Jewry in a brief meeting he 
has scheduled with Gorbachev, be¬ 
cause, he said. "We have derided 
not to bring up matters of unhappi¬ 
ness in our meetings with two world 
leaders.” 

Asked whether Jewish demon¬ 
strations here might incite Icelandic 
public opinion against Jews or Israel. 
Hermannsson replied. "No. I can

TEL AVIV. - With the Shinui party council expected to vote late last 
night by a large majority in favour of staying on conditionally m the 
national unity government under the Ukud premier, there were rumours 
that outgoing Prime Minister Peres has offered Communications Minister 
Amnon Rubinstein the Justice portfolio, .and liberal leader Yitzhak 
Moda’i the Communications portfolio. 

No confirmation could be obtained and Ukud sources dismissed the 
possibility of such a deal. 

Rubinstein had advocated that Shinui remain in the coalition, because 
tne alternative to the national unity government would be “total chaos.”. 
He revealed that Peres had undertaken to fight against erosion of the 
status quo on religious affairs, if need be even by private members* bills. 

But if the Likud strayed substantively from Peres government policy, 
such as in proposing settlement in Jericho or Nablus, Shinui would walk 
out. At present, however, Shinui would recommend to the president that 
the next government be fortned by the Likud’s Yitzhak Shamir. 

Hotly disagreeing with Rubinstein and urging that Shnxui sit itout in the 
opposition, was MK Mordechai vushubski, the party’s other representa¬ 
tive in the Knesset: But Virshubski finally resigned himself to defeat, 
saying that "the game had been fixed fro m the outset.”

Prime Minister Peres, prior to. his departure for Paris, said he was 
determined “to fight” for the retention of Ezer Weizman as mrnfcter 
without portfolio in charge of Arab affairs, a well-placed government 
source said last night.

Don’t tie settlements 
to revenge, says Levy

NEVE DEKALIM. - Two settle¬ 
ments, Bnei-Atzmon and Bedolach, 
were officially inaugurated yester¬ 
day morning in the Katif Region 
(Gaza), but Housing Minister David 
Levy cautioned against linking set¬ 
tlements to revenge. 

“We should get away from that 
unfortunate declaration that- we 
must establish a settlement for every 
Jew murdered. Do we have to wait 
until Jews are killed to put up settle¬ 
ments? We must make sure that 
Jews are not murdered and at the 
same time establish mere settle¬ 
ments ” he said. 

Levy promised that terror will be 
dealt with “with an iron hand—there 
'is -and will not be any negotiation 
with terrorists." He said that Israel 
was safe for both Arabs and Jews. 

"We are not out to evict anyone, 
but there must not be a. situation 
where Jews are afraid to visit Gaza,” 
he said, adding that the peaceful 
residents of Gaza must help the 
security forces in weeding out the 
terrorists among them. • ; 

Levy came out strongly against 
civilians who want to take the law 
into their own hands. "We must not 


Speaking with reporters. Levy 
said that his office was an instrument 
for canning out government policy: 


“There is a coalition agreement that 
dictates the number and location of 
new settlements. We are sensitive, 
why should we antagonize anyone? 
Whatever we decide to do, we must 
do it quietly, without fanfare.” 

Neve Dekalim is the largest settle¬ 
ment in the region, with 150 femiEes.

WARSAW. - Israel can open its 
interest section in Warsaw im- 

mediately, government spokesman 
Jerzy Urban told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. Urban was referring to 
the political, not technical, aspect of 
the office, since the one-time Israeli 
embassy building, where the office is 
to located, is being renovated and 
the work is not expected to be com¬ 
pleted within the next week. 

There were reports in the Polish 
capital that Mordechai Paltzur. who 
is to head the section, was due to 
arrive October 1?. But Israeli 
sources refused to confirm or deny 
that. 

The Foreign Ministry here has 
refused to say when Poland’s interest 
section will open in Tel Aviv, assert- 
ins it was not customary to forecast 
such events. _ 

Urban told The Post that the 
two interest section offices would 
not necessarily open simultaneously. 

Meanwhile. Polish and Israeli rep¬ 
resentatives have been discussing 
important commercial transactions, 
although the Trade Ministry here 


refused to elaborate on the con¬ 
versations, on the grounds that no 
diplomatic or economic relations ex¬ 
ist between the two countries. 

Nevertheless, there were unoffi¬ 
cial reports of a major deal involving 
the export of Polish coal to Israel. 
This, according to the reports, would 
be the largest ever export of Polish 
coal. 

The unofficial reports also men¬ 
tion the involvement of Israeli inves¬ 
tors in the construction of a hotel in 
central Warsaw, the export of other 
raw materials from Poland to Israel, 
and the possible establishment of a 
direct air link between Warsaw and 
Ben-Gurion Airport, although that 
is considered unlikely in the near 
future. 

The representatives also reported¬ 
ly discussed simplifying procedures 
for tourist exchanges between the 
two countries. Polish authorities still 
refuse in most cases to Issue Polish 
Jews travel permits for private 
trips, but they do allow trips for 
official business, such as participa¬ 
tion in international conferences or 
cultural performances. 


E. Germans won’t build on 
site of Jewish cemetery 

BONN (Reuteri. - The East German government has dropped plans to 
build apartment blocks on pan of a former Adas Yisrael cemetery. The 
decision followed an appeal by Israel's two chief rabbis, and by 
individuals whose relatives were buried at the cemetery. 

Last Friday, on the eve of Rosh Hashana, East Germany’s Religions 
Affairs Minister Klaus Gisy met Israeli Mario Offenberg, whose family 
were members of the Adas Yisrael community and who initiated the 
campaign to save the cemetery. Gisy told Offenberg that in view of 
additional evidence presented to it, the government had decided to scrap 
its plans and return the land to its former owners — the local Jewish 

community. 

About 7.000 square metres, almost a third of the cemetery's total area, 
was sold to the state two years ago by the community. But when it was 
found that the land had been used for burials during the Nazi era, relatives 
of former members of the Adas Yisrael community, the Orthodox and 
separatist minority of the large pre-war Berlin Jewish community, filed 
complaints and the campaign to save it was begun. 

Offenberg termed the government’s concession a great relief to the 
remnant of the community throughout the world.

Jail conditions assailed

Families of hunger-striking Palestinian prisoners 
demonstrated in Jerusalem yesterday to protest against 
what they said was a recent deterioration in prison 
conditions. - 

But a spokesman for the Prisons Service denied that 
there has been any erosion of the rights or living 
standards of inmates. He charged that the protest, in 
which about 50 people participated, had been intended 
to boost the PLO's sagging image. 

The spokesman confirmed that about 180 inmates of 
the Kfar Yona prison have been on a hunger strike for 
the past 10 days, but denied that the strike had spread 
to other prisons. 

He added that “security-related demands” and not 
living conditions, were the real issue at Kfar Yona. but 
declined to elaborate. 

The demonstrators, who gathered outside the Inter¬ 
national Red Cross offices in East Jerusalem, claimed 
that another 900 inmates had been on strike in Da- 
moun, Hebron, Ashkelon and Nablus prisons for 
between one and three weeks. 

“God damn the oppressors...even dogs wouldn't eat 
the kind of food served to the prisoners." said Supreme 


Moslem Council head Sheikh Su’d a-Din ai-Alarm, 
who only rarely appears at such protests. 

A prisoner who had just been released from Kfar 
Yona alleged that guards there had begun treating 
inmates more harshly following a July 10 meeting 
between the prisoners and former prisons commission¬ 
er Rafi Suissa. in which the Palestinians had com¬ 
plained of overcrowding.. 

He charged that guards hit the prisoners, even when 
they were prostrate for prayers, and that the prisoners 
were not allowed to pray as often as they would like. 

The food, he said, was wormy and inadequate, and 
rooms meant for five inmates were packed with' 10 
people. In Hebron, young prisoners convicted of 
security offences were lodged with common criminals. 

Many inmates had skin diseases, be added, due to 
mildewed rooms and lack of sunlight. He also charged 
that the authorities had started to confiscate Arabic 
books and magazines formerly allowed into the prison. 

But the prisons spokesman said that while group 
prayers were limited, individual inmates could pray 
whenever they wanted. 

"I reject all of their claims." the spokesman added. 
“They are speaking our of political reasons, especially 
to strengthen the PLO... their demands have all been 
raised many times before." 


Calif or sanity on the volcano

An appeal for sanity and tolerance 
in religious life was sounded in Jeru¬ 
salem yesterday by one of world 
Jewry’s leading Orthodox 
academics. 

Rabbi Professor Norman Lamm, 
president of the New York-based 
Yeshiva University, warned that re¬ 
lations between Orthodox and non- 
Orthodox Israelis were "volcanic.” 

During his last visit in July, he 
said, the situation was “like a lunatic 
asylum in which the lunatics had 
taken over."

Lamm, whose institution cele¬ 
brated its centenary this year, said 
the main hope was that moderate 
Orthodox forces would become 
stronger in order to resist extremists 
“who seem bent on self- 
destruction.” 

He called on Yeshiva University’s 
alumni here to play a role in this 
process. “They must show that mod¬ 
eration is not a sign of a weak spine 
and tolerance does hot mean surren¬ 
der.” he said.

Extra schooling costs a lot

TEL AVIV. - Parents pay up to NIS 
120 a month to send their children to 
the art school or the nature and 
environment school operated by the 
Tel Aviv municipality. Neverthe¬ 
less, municipal officials insist, those 
schools are not elitist. 

"There are a handful of families 
who pay nothing at all." explained 
Eliezer Klonsky. acting director of 
educational administration for the 
municipality, “and those who pay 
the full NIS 120 a month are families 
with a per capita gross income of 
over NTS 750 a month." 

In other words, a family with one 
child would have to earn a gross 
income of over NIS 2.250 a month to 
pay the maximum. The majority of 
families pay between NIS 24 and NIS 
72 a month, he added. 

Yehoshua Yadlin. deputy 
director-general of the Ministry of 
Education, said the role of thumb for 
payment for special programmes in 


high schools is that payment should 
not exceed 15 per cent of the NIS 
1,200 a year which the government 
pays per pupil. 

“Schools like the ones you men¬ 
tioned in Tel Aviv, or the Reali 
School in Haifa, are different." he 
said, “because parents have the 
alternative of sending their children 
to regular public schools. Also, these 
schools have promised us that no 
qualified pupil will be turned awaj 
because his parents can’t pay. The 15 
per cent maximum refers to sup¬ 
plemental programmes initiated by 
the parents in regular schools, usual¬ 
ly high schools. We want to maintain 
the same standards for everyone and 
if parents were allowed to initiate 
unlimited programmes at their ex¬ 
pense. big gaps would develop." 

Yitzhak Efron, chairman of the 
National Parents' Association, urges 
parents to make sure they are not 
overcharged. Even for regular 
school services for which parents are 


required to pay, he said, there are 
occasionally attempts to collect 
more than the law allows. He recalls 
a recent case in which parents were 
asked to pay NIS 25 for nealth care in 
school, though the maximum allow¬ 
able charge was NIS 13. 

Supplemental programmes for 
which parents must pay have to be 
approved by 75 per cent of the 
parents. Efron said, and must also 
have the ministry's OK. 

It is hard to assess how much 
parents pay for supplemental prog¬ 
rammes in school because these can 
vary from occasional visits to 
museums or theatres to intensive 
afternoon instruction on a regular 
basis. 

Efron urges any parents who think 
they may be overpaying, or who.

devoted to your point of view and to 
be tolerant of others." 

Lamm stressed that the word “ex¬ 
tremist" did not necessarily refer to 
haredim. There were hard-liners on 
both sides of the fence. 

The rabbi admitted that relations 
between Orthodox and non- 
Orthodox Jews in the U.S. were 
more tense than in the past. He was 
working against this trend, he said, 
“but sometimes I feel like a lone 
voice of sanity." 

“I tiy to tie optimistic about the 
situation, but I am concerned that 
the pendulum will swing towards the 


extremists." 

Lamm confirmed reports, first 
published in The Jerusalem Post , 
that ex-Prisoner of Zion Natan Shar¬ 
ansky is to be a guest lecturer at 
Yeshiva University next year. 

Sharansky will stay in the U.S. for 
about a month and lecture on politic¬ 
al science, particularly on the Soviet 
Union. 

“He does not have an academic 
background on this subject but he 
has a"wealth of personal experience 
which qualifies him for the task," 
said Lamm. 

Another guest lecturer from 
Israel, he said, will be Rabbi Eliezer 
Shapiro, a relative of Ashkenazi 
Chief Rabbi Avraham Shapiro. 

Lamm reported that Yeshiva Uni¬ 
versity had launched a scheme to 
help graduates settle in Israel. 

A fund would be established to 
help those coming here repay the 
U.S. government loans that covered 
the cost of their university tuition. 

Many graduates who wanted to 
make aliya had been prevented from 
doing so in the past because it was 
not possible to both make a living 
and pay off the loan on an Israeli 
salary, he said.

HAIFA. - A magnificent specimen 
of the ancieQt art of paper cutting, a 
coloured 19th century synagoguede- 
coration. goes on display in the 
Haifa Museum, together with 300 
others, next Thursday. 

Believed to be the largest of its 
kind, the 1.60 by 1.06 metre paper 
cut. was reportedly made by an un¬ 
known Jewish artist in Poland. 

It is a traditional mizrah decora¬ 
tion. hung on the eastern wall of 
synagogues to mark the direction of 
Jerusalem. 

It is inscribed: “I have set the Lord 
always before me” (Psalms 16:8} and 
incorporates Jewish symbols, anim¬ 
als and plants. 


Recently given to the museum by 
the Jewish'community of Masse na. a 
small city in New York State on the 
Canadian border, the wrizra/i had 
hung rn the synagogue there for 
about 50 years. 

A number of museums, in Israel 
and elsewhere had competed for the 
unique cut. but. the congregation 
chose the Haifa Museum to honour 
the memory of a former staff mem¬ 
ber. the late Gisa Frenkel, an au¬ 
thority on Jewish paper cuts. 

The art of paper cutting is almost 
as old as paper itself. But it is becom¬ 
ing rare today, though it s still very 
popuiar wirh" children for sncai de¬ 
corations. The exhibition was espe¬ 
cially timed for Succot.

MAJDAL KRUM. - The commit¬ 
tee reviewing the thousands erf ille¬ 
gally constructed buildings in the 
Arab sector has recommended in¬ 
corporating many of them into new 
or amended regional zoning plans.

It is estimated that some 10,000 
buildings have been constructed 
without appropriate licences m- the 
pastdecaae. 


Among the problematic areas arc. 
the Negev, where Beduin have 
erecred huts on state-owned land, 
the W'adi-Ara area south of Haifa 
- and various villages in Galilei'.. 

MajdaL Krun. a predominantly 
Moslem village off the Acre-Safad 
highway, is a typical example. Local 
councii leaders estimate that.half the 
homes here were constructed with¬ 
out permits; . • •. : 

During riots m 1977. one resident, . 
here was kitted and 34 people, in¬ 
cluding 22 policemen, were injured 
wben vSIagers tried unsuccessfully 
to stop the demolition of an illegally 
constructed[building. 

At the time of the committee's 
inception eight months ago. nearly f 
2^00 demolition orders nad been 
issued by the courts. Most were held 
in abeyance pending the intermin- 
isteriaf report.'

TEL AVTV. - A lawyer. Dr. Dan 
Shnit. became the new bead of the 
Tel Aviv University School of Social 
Work on October 1. becoming the 
fifth person to hold the position. 
Shnit is the first who is not a social 
worker. 

“This isn’t a case of a lawyer, 
specifically, being brought in from 
outside." he told The Jerusalem 
Post. *Tve been with the school for 
15 years, have grown with it. and was 
finally selected for this position." 

Shnit graduated from the Hebrew 
University, majoring in sociology 
and political science in 1963 and 
went to work for the Jewish Agen¬ 
cy’s Settlement Department, while 
at the same time, studying law 

After graduating from law school, 
he and his wife (also a lawyer) spent- 
a year in Hartford, Connecticut par¬ 
ticipating in a kind of reversed Peace 
Corps project. “The idea was that 
not only could the U.S. help de¬ 
veloping countries but it could also 
be helped by people from develop¬ 
ing countries with specialized know¬ 
ledge and expertise. We participated 
in organizing and evaluating a prog¬ 
ramme to desegregate the schools. I 
believe that the direct contact be¬ 
tween the races helped break down 
stereotypes and improve under¬ 


standing.” 

Returning to Israel, he became a 
research assistant at the Hebrew 
University law school while working 
on his master's degree. "My interest 
in law has always tended toward the 
social aspect rather than jurispru¬ 
dence or commercial practice,” he . 
said, in answer to questions about 
what a lawyer was doing at a school 
of social work. 

Later, while working on a docto¬ 
rate, he began teaching in both the 
Tel Aviv and Hebrew Universities 1 
soda) work schools and eventually 
moved to The Tel Aviv faculty full 
time. He has also led law school 
seminars on family law and the pro¬ 
tection of rights of weaker social 
groups such as children, the elderly, 
and the mentally ill. 

Both politicians and the public see 
social welfare as an issue related 
primarily to the poor, and insuffi¬ 
cient resources are devoted to it, he 
said. Furthermore, existing laws are' 
not applied efficiently because 
funds, and consequently personnel, 
are often not available. In his view, 
an initial “short-term investment tan 
save money in the long run. A child 
who is abused and isn’t getting help 
may well grow- up to be a problem 
soldier for example. And with the 
aged, we have a moral obligation as 
well as a financial duty. 

“Social workers dealing with these

issues are irreplaceable because - 
though doctors, psychologists,, 
lawyers, educators and other profes¬ 
sionals may have important roles to 
play - social workers are the only 
ones who deal with the picture as a 1 
whole, coordinating different disci-. 
plines and liaising between .agen¬ 
cies.” Poor families are not the only 
ones who need social workers, said 
Shnit: middle class families do, too, 
when faced with certain life crises. 

Precisely because of his lawyer’s 
way of looking at thing s, be is : conr 
cerned about bringing theory —-of 
research - practice within the.profes- ' 
sion. closer together. Research tends 


to deal with policy issues, such as the 
effects of unemployment on crime or 
on parent-diild relations from a 
more detachedstance whereas social 
workers are out there trying to help 
the-individual unemployed person-, 
and his family to deal with their very 
Teal problems. Y/hat • university's 
school of social work needs to do, 
Shnit believes, is to create an en¬ 
vironment where dinical experience 
and research can go hand in hand.

THERE a re things women do soli- 
ranly, and men companionably. and 
the two genders hardlv ever 
together. So my light o’lo've had 
gone her own separate way. and I 
was eliminating my portion of half a 
litre of vino bianco in the appropri¬ 
ate pan of the Ristorante alia Cister- 
na in the lovely Tuscan townlet of 
San Gimignano, admiring bow ex¬ 
actly the colour of the end-product 
matched the colour of the wine. 

We had imbibed during a leisurely 
Italian lunch. You can't"get an un- 
leisurely Italian lunch south of Bol¬ 
zano: They have to catch it. kill it, 
disembowel it. skin it, dismember it. 
and cook it. This takes time. 

Next to me two Italian gentlemen, 
who had partaken of a leisurely 
lunch at the neighbouring table, 
were producing the final stages of a 
litre of vino rosso - the efflux had the 
same colour as mine. The one next to 
me had a fine head of grey hair and 
leonine features, if you can figure a 
lion with spectacles. He said to his 
companion: 

“I’m not happy about the couple 
who had lunch at the table next to 
ours. They were speaking Arabic, 
and he had a shoulder bag. They 
blew up this Paris restaurant the 
other week with a bomb left in a 
shoulder bag.”

The bag in question hung from my 
left shoulder and held the apple of 
my eye. So l said ro Lionhead: "If 
you will care to take a look.

Lionhead'* facial expression 
changed from fair weather to rain 
and storm, but by that time we were 
all washing our hands, and I could 
hot decently escape 

- “Excuse me. sir, if I ask you a 
question the answer to which does 
not personally concern me.” A nice 
turn of phrase, but I knew what was 
coming. 

“You sound like an educated per¬ 
son...” Here I interrupted: 

“I am. It takesa lot of education to 


become a master mechanic.'* 

That was the second time I had put 
Lionhead off his stroke. A pause 
followed. 

“Ah yes. I understand machinery 
is now very complex." 

I had always understood so but 
said nothing. Let him squirm. 

“What I wanted to ask is. well, 
this. It is now 19 years since you 
occupied the West Bank.” It occur¬ 
red to me that it was 19 years before 
that when King Hussein occupied it. 
and nobody had made much of it. 
But let that go. 

“What I don’t understand is why 
you don’t hand it back to its inhabi¬ 
tants and be done with it Then you 
will have peace, and no more terror¬ 
ism. and you won't have that reinous 
defence budget. And people won't 
accuse you of violating human 
rights. You may not know it. sir. but 
you have a very bad press on that 
account in Italy.*' 

My trouble was that I concurred 
with most of the proposal, at least in 
theory. I am ready to give the West 
Bank, with the Gaza Strip thrown m, 
to anyone who will keep it nice and 
quiet and stop people from throwing 


things at us. There just aren't any 
takers. I'm afraid, who will enforce 
the condition. 

Pragmatically speaking. I don't 
like the idea of Even Yehuda being 
within optical artillery range of Kal- 
kilya. 1 know it sounds innocuous, 
but if you have ever been at the 
receiving end of an optical artillery 
range, you will not wish it on your 
daughter. You see. I have a daughter 
in Even Yehuda. 

These thoughts went Through my 
head while we approached the exit of 
the rest rooms. I also thought about 
the Alto Adige. South Tirol to its 
inhabitants. This territory holds ab¬ 
out a quarter of a million German- 
speakers enjoying a 'cultural auton¬ 
omy” (sounds familiar?). All of 
them strain to get back under Au¬ 
strian rule. 

it is very easy to get pompous in 
Italian, so I said'with due humility: 

“May I suggest, sir. that you pay 
us a visit and look at the topography 
and its military implications. 
Perhaps Lhen you will understand 
our view better I am positive that 
you will then also understand why 
Italy will not give back South Tirol to 
Austria, even though the population 
is German and does not like your 
administration. Good day to you.” 

Vino bianco, vino rosso - it all 
comes out the same. 


The U.S. takes its drugs seriously 


IN LOS ANGELES, after a string of 
disastrous bus crashes. 3,000 of the 
city's bus drivers are ordered to take 
drug tests. No fewer than 339 of the 
tests are positive, and 60 drivers 
resign after admitting using drugs 
ranging from marijuana to cocaine at 
work. 

In New Mexico, two children re¬ 
port their pot-growing parents ro 
police, following the example of a 
12-year-old Californian girl who 
turned her parents in for using coke a 
week earlier. 

In New York police arrest and 
charge a 13-year-old schoolboy for 
selling “crack”-apotentsmokeable 
form of cocaine - on the street. The 
youngest person ever charged with 
selling dope in the dty. the-boy was 
making 5100 a day, police said, and 
suppling his crack-addicted mother. 

In Washington. President 
Reagan, Vice-President Bush and 
the entire top echelon of White 
House staff set the nation's work 
force an example by providing urine 
samples to show_ that they, at least., 
have not been usuiig dope' in the 
workplace. 

Just four items in an average 
week, of America's late - some say 
too late - great “war on dregs,” a 
massive assualt on the nation's drug 
habit that is exercising not only the 
White House, but both Houses of 
Congress and thousands of mayors 
and Focal officials in cities from coast 
to coast. 

President Reagan's clarion call

last month for a crusade against drug 
abuse - a major production with a 
script written by old family friend 
Ken Khachigian of San Clemente, 
co-staring Nancy at the first execu¬ 
tive's side in the White House family 
quarters - was rather short on speci¬ 
fics, long on rhetoric. (“You are 
Americans. You are a product of the 
freest society mankind has ever 
known-- no one. ever, has the right 
to destroy your dreams and shatter 
your life...!”) 

In an election year, with safe, 
strong issues in short supply, drug 
abuse and the crime it breeds have 
fast become the hottest political 
topic. 'Congressional Democrats 
upstaged Reagan with a com¬ 
prehensive 52 billion anti-drug pack¬ 
age of their own - one which would 
emit around six times as much as the 
Reagan plan. 

Both schemes, inevitably, call for 
harsher penalities, a beefing up of 
customs and coastguard forces, 
more money for police and the Drug 
Enforcement Agency. But many 
Democrats are alarmed, feeling that 
this election-year zeal is destined to 
create a mass of Draconian, costly - 
. and largely ineffective - laws. 

Californian Congressman Don Ed¬ 
wards, chairman of the House Civil 
and Constitutional Rights Commit¬ 


tee says be is “dismayed" by amend¬ 
ments which would impose the death 
penalty for certain dope-related 
crimes and permit use of the military 
against border drug trafficking. 
(New York's Mayor Ed Koch wants 
to call out the Marines - literally - 
and give the army. navy and air force 
a free hand to wage war on drug- 
cargo ships, planes" and trucks that 
daily bring cocaine by the ton into 
the US). 

Edwards also observes that while 
the administration has increased its 
drug-busting budget, it has slashed 
funding for crucial treatment and 
prevention programmes that go to 
the heart of the matter by curbing 
Americans appetite for drugs. 

Under Reagan, federal -funding 
for state treatment programmes has 
dropped 46 per cent, according to 
the National Association of State 
Alcohol and Drug Abuse directors. 

Other Reaganaut schemes are 
also under fire. “The president's 
plan to lest more than a million 
government workers in allegedly 
sensitive jobs is a public relations 
stunt, and a dumb one,” says Repre¬ 
sentative Patricia Schroeder of Col¬ 
orado, who heads the Congress Civil 
Service sub-committee. “They say 
they’ll fire anyone who refuse the 
test. That’s hysteria - it smacks of

IF THERE'S one thine that can 
make a wreck of the human compan¬ 
ion it's the dog that repeatedly does 
one specific ;-.c: of mischief. This can 
include tearing un the garden rhe 
minute the animal has unobserved 
accesf :o the grounds, or destroying 
something in the house if. even for a 
short period, it is unattended. You 
ir:-;v xco-id or punish as much as you 
lixe. the dog will look contrite but 
then, as soon as i: gets another 
chance, it ui!! go and do exactly ihc 
same thing. 

This behavioural trait is most com¬ 
monly found among young dogs and 
if it :s any consolation, they do grow 
cut of :i in time but while it's happen¬ 
ing it scem> totally deliberate, what 
in'Hebrew is called Javka. Until the 
stai:e passes, however, the only 
answer is restraint. No. I didn't 
mean that you have »o restrain your¬ 
self from murdering the little beast, 
although that kind of restraint may 
also be called for. The dog itself may 
need to be restrained for such time 
until rhe phase has passed. 

If it is mischief in the garden then 
you will save yourself a lot of grief by 
temporarily creating a kennel enclo¬ 
sure somewhere in the garden and 
letting the dog stay in that area when 
outside and unattended. If it is in the 
house, then you will probably find it 
best to keep the animal in one par¬ 
ticular room and not let it have 
access to the rest of the house and 
especially not to the favoured dam¬ 
age area. I once had a German 
shepherd bitch puppy that 1 had to 
leave, together with her blanket of 
course, in the bathroom when I left 
home for otherwise she quite Jireral- 
ly wreaked havoc and even stripped 
wallpaper off the walls. Even in the 
confines of the bathroom I still had 
to see that toilet rolls and soap were 
well out of reach.

time also helps shorten the period 
needed for the phase to pass. Some¬ 
times if they don't do their favourite 
act of mischief for a while they seem 
to forget about it and often, once 
unrestrained, never go-back to it. 

The champions for damage to gar¬ 
dens are Canaan dogs, dachshunds 
and terriers although a young Ger¬ 
man shepherd can give a fine 
account of itself. For indoor dam¬ 
ages count on shepherds, poodles. 
Airdale terriers and collies. The 
more intelligent the breed, it seem> 
to me. the more mischief they can 
get into. 

ASIDE from problems with the 
voung dog there is another type of 
mischief not confined to any age 
group for which I have no solution at 
all. and that is the dog that 
“punishes" its human companion.

Often she do*> not 
return by the time 1 want to go to 
sleep and so l clo>C the door, but 
then 1 have So ge! up at once to let 
her in w hen site Joes come home. If I 
am a deep or too tired to let her in. 
she quite deliberately and sx-tcinati- 
e.il!;. open*' the garbage bin and 
spreads Inter all O’.er the patio. I hi> 
dog d.vs not rummage in garbage 
bins as a rule and eats nothing from 
them. But in the morning 1 will find 
that Mava slept quite comfortably on 
the pijrch after she had spent her 
pique at being locked out by milking 
a mess of my patio. 

! have known other dogs that 
systematically destroyed one par¬ 
ticular type of their human compan¬ 
ion’s personal possessions when the* 
were ancrv: sometimes the houk 
that's half-read or the favourite item 
of clothing. One poodle who lived 
wish a young bachelor physician 
would rip up the drapes it left alone 
on the weekend but never touched 
them when left alone during the 
week. 

There is very little one can do 
against this particular type of be¬ 
haviour and it's best to try and avoid 
it w hen you can by keeping opportu¬ 
nities at a minimum. 

This behaviour is most definitely 
deliberate and 1 have tound that the 
more the human part of the pair is 
annoved by the mischief, the more 
likely it is io recur. To "punish bv 
annoving seems to be the name of 
the name and it is not too hard to 
understand.

“The basic debate is between liber¬ 
als who want to end the demand for 
drugs, and hardliners who want to 
stop the supply at any cost.” says 
James Lieber," law professor and 
drug expert at Pittsburgh University. 
“History tells us that federal “war on 
dregs' always fail. Prohibition was a 
disaster, Robert Kennedy's cam¬ 
paign as Attorney-General achieved 
little. Richard Nixon's 1969 war on 
dope came to nothing.” 

What is needed, according to Lie¬ 
ber and other experts, is not multi- 
million dollar testing of 50-year-old 
bureaucrats, but funding of better 
education and treatment program¬ 
mes for the young. Public education 
projects have, albeit slowly, changed 
American attitudes towards smok¬ 
ing, alcoholism and drunk driving. 

Why is America on this drug binge 
in the supposedly stable Reagan era? 
Why is cocaine the drug of choice’ 
for the 1980s? “‘It’s the ideal yuppie 
drug for the *me-first' generation.” 
says a researcher at California's 
Rand think-tank. "Marijuana's an 
outdated depressant, booze makes 
you smell and act sloppy. Coke fits 
die high-performance, acquisitive 
ethic of tne Eighties, and when it 
first got big iu the late Seventies it 
was thought to be non-addictive. 
Now we know it's one of the most 
addictive substances in the pharma¬ 
copoeia.”

Post reporter Alec Israel returns from 
Afiica with harrowing facts about the 
situation in Mozambique - atrocities

A HUMAN flood of 260,000 re¬ 
fugees. fleeing atrocities bv the rebel 
Mozambique National Resistance 
Movement (MNRi. had streamed 
into South Africa in the last 18 
months, according to the South Afri¬ 
can Council of Churches. 

The South African authorities, the 
council added, were deporting the 
'illegals back to Mozambique? 

The terrible incongruity is that the 
Mozambicans, fleeing a debilitating 
eight-year-old civil war between 
government forces and the Pretoria- 
backed MNR. are running to their 
oppressors, placing themselves at 
the mercy of the verv regime that 
sponsors terror against them in order 
to destabilize" their Marxist gov¬ 
ernment. 

Here is one woman’s account of a 
recent MNR atrocity: “Ten MNR 
men came to our village and left with 
all our food. They returned that 
night, handcuffed our husbands and 
made them lie on the ground. They 
crushed their heads with millet grin¬ 
ders. The women and children were 
forced to watch the killings-Nine¬ 
teen men were killed. We Were not 
allowed to burv the dead.” •

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Berkshire County Council, who 
brought the care proceedings, did 
not produce any evidence to suggest 
that the mother’s continued drag- 
taking would have anv effect on her 
ranng for the child, but relied entire¬ 
ly on evidence of her conduct before 
the birth. 

Professor Freeman said that if the 
case went against the mother it 
would set an alarming precedent. “If 
it is held, for the purpose of care 
proceedings, that a mother can harm 
her child while it is in the womb, the 
same would apply to criminal pro¬ 
ceedings. 

“The case does not just concern 
nerom. it concerns mothers who 
smoke and drink and do all manner 
of things. It has even been shown 
recently that babies born to mothers 
whose husbands smoke are on aver¬ 
age six ounces lighter than those 


married to non-smokers." 

Both cases were attacked last 
week by a wide range of pressure 
groups, including groups for drug 
addicts, for better ante-natal care 
and even by the anti-abortion group. 
Life. 

DAVID TURNER, Of the Standing 
Committee on Drag Abase, said the 
logical outcome of the American 
Stewart case was that there should 
be an investigation every time a child 
was born with some mental or 
physical defect to see if the mother 
was at fault. 

‘The majority of babies born to 
mothers who are drag addicts might 
be slightly underweight but are 
otherwise normal.’’

The gruesome 
‘sideshow’ of 
Mozambique 


Post reporter Alec Israel returns from 
Africa with harrowing facts about the 
situation in IVIozambique—atrocities, 

mass starvation and callous politics 


A HUMAN flood of 260,000 re¬ 
fugees. fleeing atrocities by the rebel 
Mozambique National Resistance 
Movement (MNR). had streamed 
into South Africa in the last 18 
months, according to the South Afri¬ 
can Council of Churches. 

The South African authorities, the 
council added, were deporting the 
“illegals" back ro Mozambique. 

The terrible incongruity is that the 
Mozambicans, fleeing a debilitating 
eight-year-old civil war between 
government forces and the Pretoria- 
backed MNR, are running to their 
oppressors, placing themselves at 
the mercy of the very regime that 
sponsors terror against them in order 
to "destabilize" their Marxist gov¬ 
ernment. 

Here is one woman's account of a 
recent MNR atrocity: “Ten MNR 
men came to our village and left with 
all our food. They returned that 
night, handcuffed our husbands and 
made them lie on the ground. They 
crushed their heads with millet grin¬ 
ders. The women and children were 
forced to watch the killings. Nine¬ 
teen men were killed.- We were not 
allowed to bury the dead;” 


‘It took three 


days to travel 
through the Kruger National Park, 
with fO toddlers'and 15 older chil¬ 
dren,” recalled another refugee. 
“Some women were so weakened by 
hunger and thirst that they aban¬ 
doned their children in the park." In 
May, game rangers in the Kruger 
Park reported that “fleeing Mozam¬ 
bicans were turning lions into man- 
eaters with the refugees as their 
victims.” 

Another country the refugees turn 
to is Zimbabwe,* where there are 
now 250,000 “displaced Mozambi¬ 
cans” in camps, according to an 
official source.

The threat of a crisis in BdgnraTs 
coafition government makes Belgian 
shares vulnerable in the short term. 
But market analysts say they are 
optimistic over- longer-term pros-, 
pecte if tiie international bonne efi- 
mate does not deteriorate. 

Analysts and traders expect that 
Prime Minister WUfried 
Martens’scentre-rigbt coalition will 

survive a row between the country’s 
Dutch and French-speaking com¬ 
munities that has threatened to di¬ 
vide the government along linguistic 
lines. Several analysts say the media 
have exaggerated the threat to the 
coalitoo. 

Their confidence appears to have 
been reflected oh the . Bnutsels 
bourse, whjph has gained .steadily 
since last week. 

Assuming the government! does 
survive, analysts say, there could 
nevertheless be a downward correc¬ 
tion to Belgian bourse prices in the 
short term, though they believe it 
would not be justified by economic 
fundamentals. 

* Analysts befive markets coakLtnm 
bearish on uncertainty over the ouU 
look for interest rates and the inter¬ 
national economy* even though rates 
are probabfy not headed upwards. 

While it may not be dear .whether 
interest rates are bottoming out or 
wfll fall farther, “none of . the big 
international fond-managers thinks 
we T re going up {on rates] for the 
moment,'’ says Andre Befer, stock 
analyst at brokers DeWaay-Sehffle,. 
Servais & Cie. 

Although inflation is expected to 
rise almost everywhere in coming 
months as the impact of the falls in 
the dollar and o3 prices wears off. It 
wfll still he well under control, .the 
analysts pointed out. The real eco¬ 
nomy looks much better than the 
financial environment. 

In line with exchanges in other 
countries, the Brussels bourse has 
lost ground since the middle of last 
mouth and it is dear that if Wall 
Street retreats again hr the 
weeks Belgian shares will suffer too. 
Bn! if the international, climate is 
right, analysts believe the Brussels 
hoarse has good potential for farther 
gains. Thar degree of enthusiasm 
varies, however.

■■ The Bank said that snee the be- 
gMing of 1986 the debt rose by 
596m.' but thisreflected changes in 
the values of currencies. Excluding 
this factor the debt dropped by 
$170m. 

. The central bank figures showed 
that in the 18 months ended June 30, 
the level of the debt remained almost 
unchanged. In December-1984 the. 
debt was $23.8b., just $200m. less 
than last June, and most of this 
increase was due to changes in the 
value of.currencies. 

Tbe figures showed feat the level 
of Israel’s short-term debts, all of it 
owed by fee private sector, totalled 
$3,2b. at fee end of June, compared 
with $3 Jb. six months before. Most 
of fee decrease in the short-term 


debt was caused by a reduction in the 
level of the short-term debts of the 
banking system, which fell from 
$2.3b. in December 1985 to $2.2b. 
last June. 

In the second half of this year, 
Israel's public and private sector will 
have to repay to foreign creditors 
some $2_2b. in principal and interest 
on long- and medium-term debts. 
For all of next year these repayments 
will total some $4b. 

The bank reported that in the first 
half of the year there was an increase 
of $320m. in fee deposits by foreign 
residents in Israeli commercial 
banks. The bank said this marked an 
end to the trend of decrease in these 
deposits which reachedi its peak in 
1984. and continued in 1985. 

According to the banks new im¬ 
migrants ami temporary residents 
converted some $280m. into shekels 
from their foreign resident, or patah. 
accounts.

Imports continued their upward 
trend last monih. with July- 
September figures 13 per cent high¬ 
er, after seasonal adjustments, than 
the previous quarter’s, the Central 
Bureau of Statistics reported yester¬ 
day. Imports for September alone 
came to S839 million, it added*, com¬ 
pared with $675m. in August. 

The figures showed that imports 
totalled $6.8 billion in the first nine 
months of the year. Some 10 per cent 
of the total were consumer goods. 
another 46 percent raw materials, 17 
per cenr diamonds. 11 per cent ftiel 
and 16 per cent investment goods. 

The bureau noted that in the first 
nine months of the year there had 
been a rise of 17 per cent in the value 


imports, compared with the same 
period last year, despite a S370m. 
drop in the value of fuel imported, 
due to dropping oil prices abroad. 

Imports of consumer goods rose 
63 per cent to S“ 16m. in tfie January- 
Septeraber period, compared with 
the same time last year. Of the lota!, 
some S3U8m. were consumer dur¬ 
ables. 100 per cent more than their 
value for the first nine months of 
1985. 

Imports of investment goods total¬ 
led Si.lb. in the nine months, an 
increase of some 13 per cent from 
January-September 1985. The 
bureau said, however, that in the last 
three months these imports were 17 
per cent above their level for the 
second quarter of the year.

today. The monthly-paid staff and 50 
subcontracted workers continued 
work as usual. 

Almog considered the timing of fee 
strike unfair because, after years 
without sufficient work, there are 
now sufficient orders coming in to 
keep operations going for some time. 

He said that negotiations with the 
U.S. government on the construction 
here of submarines for the Israeli 
navy had already readied an adv¬ 
anced stage. 

But Almog said he would be reluc¬ 


tant to accept more orders if labour 
problems again reduced fee yard's 
abffity to fill them. Also, the official 
receiver appointed by fee govern¬ 
ment was also unlikely to tolerate a 
strike situation. 

The average monthly worker's 
gross wage was MS 1.240 leaving 
about N1S 800 in take-home pay. 
However 45 men grossed only NIS 
1,000, since they had received no pay 
rises in the past three years due to the 
yard's poor financial state. 

Attempts were underway to up¬ 
grade their salaries, Almog said.

Frustration with the hidebound, footdragging Soviet 
bureaucracy evidently prompted MikhaU Gorbachev to suggest 
an immediate meeting preliminary to a full-dress summit next 
> ear. Impatience with the counsel of his own diehard rieht-wing 
constituency must have induced Ronald Reagan to endorse the 
idea right away. 

Regional issues such as the Middle East are not expected to 
. e raised in Re\ kjayik. But there is good reason - supported bv 
r.‘: cre ! ar > of ^ taie George Shultz's pledge to Jewish leaders in 
\\ asmngi.cn yesterday - to believe that the matter of Sonet 
Jew ry will be taken up at Mr. Reagan's behest. Although it mav 
not be at the top of the agenda, this is understandably the issue 
in which Israeli Jews - indeed Jews the Free World over-take 
the keenest interest. 

n 'f. 31 ", 3 - 0 ' 03 eve of the Geneva summit, the Kremlin's 
well-oiled machinery of disinformation started circulating the 
“new s that a policy reversaf on the emigration of Soviet Jews 
was in the offing, although it might be delayed until after the 
Lommunist party congress in February. The purpose was 
obi ious: to immunize the Geneva-bound Soviet leader, at least 
for a w hile, from protests. Jewish as well as non-Jewish, in the 
West. 

Since then the party congress has opened and closed, and the 
exodus of Soviet Jew s holding Israeli affidavits - there are some 
-WHi.OlH) of them - is still kept down to the merest trickle. Only 
one Prisoner of Zion has recently been released, and only a 
handful of “refuseniks" have been let go to Israel. Now the 
Soviet rumour-mills are again churning out reports that numer¬ 
ous .’’refuseniks*' “ v *teran aliya activists Ida Nudel and 
Vladimir Slepak are being specifically mentioned - will soon be 
allowed to leave. 

The Kremlin's invisible propagandists seem unconcerned by 
the fact that in their eagerness to protect the general secretary' 
they are giving the lie to their own familiar contention that the 
reservoir for aliya from the Soviet Union has been virtually 
exhausted, save for those few who are in possession of "state 
secrets.*' It is in any case good to know that, despite the 
Icelandic government's sour attempt to keep them out. Jewish 
representatives from Israel and several Western lands will be 
on hand for the Reykjavik pre-summit to underline the fact that 
the Kremlin’s word on Jewish emigration should not be taken 
on trust. 

Mr. Gorbachev may be prepared to srrike a deal with Mr. 
Reagan for the resumed emigration of Soviet Jews as part of a 
package deal that would include American concessions not 
only on arms but also on trade and the transfer of technology. 
The Soviet Union is dying to be granted the most-favoured¬ 
nation treatment by the U.S. 

But it is not likely that Mr. Gorbachev will concede any 
general right to Soviet citizens to leave their country, or even a 
general right for Jews to emigrate. He may. on the other hand, 
without undermining the Soviet system, be persuaded to gram 
the right of Soviet Jews to be repatriated to Israel, under the 
banner of reunification of families. 

The present pre-summit should be part of the effort to 
achieve this aim.

Then. Ya’ari continued, she and 
Granot had put Malavski back in the 
car. in the front seat. But. said 
Ya'ari. when Granot had told her 
that Malavski was dead, they had 
taken her body out of the car and had 
left it on the side road. 

kBut Malavski s body was not 
found where Ya'ari has claimed she 
and Granot had left it. 

Further, the road where Maiavs- 
fci's body was found was always lined 
with cars belonging to prostitutes' 
clients on Sundays. Wednesdays and 
Thursdays, the watchman toid the 
court. Malavski's body was found on 
Sunday March HI. 1985. 

His evidence may enable Ya'ari 
attorneys to argue that Malavski's 
body could not possibly have been 
left for more than a few minutes in 
the place where it was found without 
its being seen, and that there is a 
strong likelihood that the body left 
on the side road had been hit not by 
Ya’ari's car. but by another vehicle, 
which had dragged it into the road. 

Supporting that version was testi¬ 
mony given "by Sharon Maroz. He 
said he had seen a red Mustang, with 
four people in it. driving a“t high 
speed and with full headlights, away 
from the spot where Malavski’* body 
was lying. 

Maroz told the court that on the 
evening of March 10.19.S?. as he had 
driven a women soldier hitch-hiking 
to a fish restaurant near the beach a~i 
about 7.30 p.m. he had met Kaiy 
Gonen. who had told him that she 


had found Malavski’s body. Maroz 
said he had twice driven the spot 
where the body was lying, because 
his hitch-hiker had panicked and 
asked him to drop her at the res¬ 
taurant. It was on the second time 
that he had seen the red Mustang. 

Prosecuting attorney Pnina Dvor- 
in. cross-examining the witness, 
noted that Maroz had seen the body 
on both occasions, and that it had 
been lying in the same place and in 
the same position. 

Also testifying in Ya'ari’s defence 
was the former general-director of 
the Pharmacists' Federation. Yit¬ 
zhak Batish. who told the court that 
Granot had put $106,000 of the fed¬ 
eration's* money in her private 
account. 

Asked by judge Hanna Avnor 
why the federation had not filed a 
complaint to the police. Batish said 
that the federation had been prom¬ 
ised that the money would be re¬ 
turned and had decided that that was 
more important than having Granot 
arrested. 

Avnor took an unusual decision 
yesterday when she decided, of her 
own accord, to summon naturopath 
ze ev Pecthold to testify in court 
today. . 

According to Ya’ari. it was at 
Pecthold's house that she met 
Malavski and made the deal where¬ 
by her father had given Malavski his 
money. That money. S75.000. is the 
sum Ya'ari claims she was owed by 
Malavski.

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The Third World’s 

double standard 


DANIEL BEN-YA'AKOV 


THE WORD "perfidy" is one of the 
two or three strongest pejoratives in 
the English language. This word has 
been used against the Jewish people 
to such an extent, that we should 
expect prudently self-interested, 
consistent and fair-minded political 
behaviour by Israeli political lead¬ 
ers. There are encouraging signs in 
that direction, but it is still too easy 
for all kinds of foreign influences 
(and local ones) to affect wavering 
minds. 

Significantly, "perfidy'' was used 
in 3 “recent leader of The Jerusalem 
Tost to describe the behaviour of the 
many African states who severed 
relations with Israel after the 1973 
Yom Kippur War. In a further lead¬ 
er. The Post warned: "Too much has 
happened in the past 13 years to be 
easily forgotteh. Israel--has disco¬ 
vered that it can survive a boycott by 
not one but two world blocs, the 
Soviet and the African. The min¬ 
dlessly heavy, though well- 
intentioned. involvement of Israelis 
in African affairs will, it may be 
hoped, be avoided." 

Wise words indeed, but totally 
unheeded by that pan of the Israeli 
political establishment whose manic, 
and totally unrequited. Afrophilia. 
has cost us so much and caused us so 
much embarrassment in the recent 
past. These people seem quite deter¬ 
mined to abuse, antagonize and bet¬ 
ray our allies and friends in order to 
ingratiate themselves with nations 
whose political instability will cause 
them - almost certainly - to confront 
Israel with future acts'of "perfidy.” 
at the drop of a Soviet hat (or an 
Arab keffive lined with money). 

Furthermore, the past and present 


human rights record of many Afri¬ 
can nations is so shocking, that all 
the offences, alleged and real, of our 
friend and ally - the Republic of 
South Africa - fade into insignifi¬ 
cance. c 

Twenty-seflen African countries 
refused to answer the UN question¬ 
naire on slavery, some 10 African 
countries have been or are involved 
in major acts of mass murder, known 
as genocide. 

DOUBTLESS, our White South 
African friends have faults. They are 
in firm possession of a small, nation- 
empire. which they rule with implac¬ 
able determination by employing 
less than one per cent of the brutality 
habitually used by the Soviet. White 
minority regime. 

The Afrikaners have different 
faults. They do not allow a PLO 
office in their country, they have not 
permitted or encouraged attacks on 
synagogues, kosher restaurants or 
Jewish kindergartens and schools. 
Worst of all.“their relations with 
Israel - and with their Jews - are 
excellent. 

They are our firm and powerful 
friends. They have not abused or 
offended us in any way. We should, 
at least, reciprocate. 

There is no slavery in South Afri¬ 
ca, not even child slavery recently 
defended in public by Rajiv Gandhi. 
The disgusting Indian caste system 
makes apartheid look like a practical 
joke. If the Third World countries 
are concerned about human rights 
(and there is no evidence that they 
are), they should start alleviating 
their own'monstrous abuses. 

BUT ASKING Israel to betrav an 


ally - somewhat less than morally 
perfect, alas - at the behest of the 
Soviet propaganda machine is too 
much. If all black African countries 
were to continually and publicly 
press the Soviets to let their perse¬ 
cuted Jews come to Israel, and 
thev were to consistently vote for 
and with Israel in the UN and in 
every other forum for the next 20 
years, we might then consider 
dignified and polite note verbale to 
Pretoria (in complete secrecy). 

In the meantime. Israel would be 
well advised to learn from the late 
prime minister Lord Salisbury'. Lord 
Balfour's unde, who said: "England 
has no permanent allies, but only 
permanent interests." and on 
another occasion: “England does 
not solicit treaties, she grants them." 

With these two maxims, aided by a 
modicum of self-respect. Israel will 
do much better. The nervous, hasty, 
gimmick-grabbing policy which 
some of our leaders have followed in 
the past, and advocate for the future 
is known to our permanent enemies 
as a major Jewish weakness. And the 
most dangerous of them, the Soviet 
LInion, has defined this negative 

S uality with a racist touch: "Z/ri- 
ovskaya neter-pelivost". which, 1 
am told, means "kike hastiness." 

It is not a habit to be cultivated 
since it constitutes a major impedi¬ 
ment to clear and cold thought, ieads 
to emotionalism so easily manipu¬ 
lated by hostile propagandists, and. 
worst of all. prevents the formation 
of consistent, political perseverance. 
which according to Lord Chester¬ 
field alone leads to positive results.

SOVIET JEWS

Sir. - The essence of Mikhail 
Agursky’s article of September 30 is 
that there is no persecution of all 
Soviet Jews and that Israel cannot 
speak for all of them. 

What Agursky ignores is that the 
philosophy of the Soviet govern¬ 
ment's attitude to the Jews is one of 
erasing the Jewish identity of the 
whole"people, not just a few. The 
corridors of real power of the Soviet 
state are free of Jews, thus prevent¬ 
ing Jews from changing Soviet anti- 
Jewish policy from within. 

The lack of a national Jewish body 
and the blatant repression of Jewish 
and Zionist education can only 
speed up apathy to the Jewish reli¬ 
gion. ignorance of Zionism and assi¬ 
milation into Soviet society. This 
clearly has an effect on the entire 


Soviet Jewish population. 

With a flourishing educational and 
cultural establishment for Jewish re¬ 
ligion and Zionism, with no threat of 
persecution for Jews applying to 
leave, every member of the” Jewish 
community” is a potential oleh to 
Israel. 

Only the state of Israel can fight 
for the rights of oppressed Jewish 
communities. Individual political 
parties and the Jewish Agency just 
do not carry the same weight. We 
also cannot see what will happen in 
the future - increased persecution 
cannot be ruled out - and it is up to 
Israel to save the community from 
current and potential evils. And as 
we all know, when it comes to the 
cninch. Israel is the only country 
that will fight.

WHERE does Israel stand on the 
issue of sanctions r gainst South Afri¬ 
ca? What economic steps has our 
government adopted to contribute 
to the international pressure aimed 
at forcing the South African govern¬ 
ment to dismantle apartheid? 

At a time when disinvestment and 
a halt to new economic agreements is 
being pursued by most of the world. 
Israel continues to court South Afri¬ 
ca. 

Unfortunately, the small anti- 
apartheid movement in Israel has 
been too divided over personalities 
and tactics to povide an effective 
lobby against government policy to¬ 
wards Pretoria. And now, when 
vigorous opposition against links 
with South Africa should be ex¬ 
pected. there is silence. 

Meanwhile, where others have 
put South African coal on the list of 
boycotted items. Israel is increasing 
its import of this raw material. 
Where others refuse to accept ex¬ 
ports of South African fruits and 
vegetables - grown by prison labour 
under appalling conditions - Israel 
will repackage and ship it out. Milit¬ 
ary' aid continues and there are re¬ 
ports that a kibbutz has been export¬ 
ing water cannons for use against 
civilian demonstrators. 

However guarded the details of 
sanction-busting policies (economic 
and military) are. the evidence seeps 
through, accumulates, and attracts 
attention which, in turn, fuels the 
accusations that Israel is a strategic 
partner of South Africa and there¬ 
fore. apartheid. 

The argument that good relations 
with South Africa should be main¬ 
tained. because of a special concern 
for the South African Jewish com¬ 
munity. is a myth propagated by 
those with vested interests in the 

g resent state of bilateral relations. If 
outh African Jews are as important 


to the South African economy as 
some suggest, then their role in 
creating and maintaining the system, 
of labour exploitation made possible 
by apartheid is not one which needs 
Israeli fortressine. 

With regard to the moves aimednt 
helping Sooth African Jews to chan -* 
nel money into Israel, one must aslc, 
whv a community of such'wealth* 
needs “special benefits" unavailable* 
to other new immigrants or veteran? 
Israelis. After all. they are flocking < 
to Australia. Canada and New Zea-; 
land where there is presumably no* 
ministerial committee to provide ex-! 
traordinary privileges for affluent; 
new immigrants. Under the 'cir¬ 
cumstances. it seems that economic, 
relations with South Africa arc inde-^ 
pendent of if, when and where its- 
Jews are going to emigrate. - * 

One thing has been made very! 
dear, the Botha regime has no inten¬ 
tion of moving towards a non-radal. 
democracy anti, at a time when this ■ 
reality is recognized by American- 
Republicans and English Conscrva-' 
tives in spite of their respective' 
heads of state, the Israeli public- 
deserves an explanation as to whyl 
our government is entrenching its 
position with the losing side. To 
continue an association which allows 
apartheid to continue for even a 
single day is amtraiy to the most 
basic of Jewish ethical norms. 

We have no business with Pretoria 
and on this point, at least, both . 
Gedla Cohen and Yossi Sand are in ' 
agreemen£„according to their Knes¬ 
set speeches on June IS. 

It is time that our government 
ceased to estrange those who one 
day - and that day is not far off-nUl 
be the niters of South Africa.
